o'clock, yesterday afternoon, u severe hail 
storm, accompanied by the most terrific 
thunder and vivid lightning, passed over this 
plucc, doiiis; great damage lo the crops and 
trees, striking five different dwelling houses, 
killing one person, and seriously affecting 
several others. 
It is regarded us the most 


severe siorm that has ever visited this vicin- 
ity. 
Some of the hail stones measured an 


inch and a half in circumference. 
A cloud 


heavily charged with electricity hung over 
the town during the continuance of the 
storm, and discharged its fiery shafts in 
every direction. Among the many inci- 
dent's of the storm, we have obtained the 
following:— 


A house situated on the corner of Elm 


and Central sts., occupied by Mrs. Lee. was 
struck by the lijjhUiinjr, the fluid entering 
the window of a room in which Mr. Charles 
Lee was dressing, prostrating Mr. Lee, im'l 
making a circuit of the apartment, passing 
to a room on the lower floor, prostrating a 
lady, the mother of Mrs. Lee, and doing 
considerable damage to the apartment.— 
Both Mr. and Mrs.'Lee soon recovered from 
the shock. The fluid then struck a tree on 
Pond street, from which it passed into jlie 
parlor of the resider.ee of Rev. Mr. Bick- 
lord in which Mr. B. and his children were 
sitting. Although the house was very badly 
damaged, strange lo say, the inmates escap- 
ed injury. 


A house on Exchange St., occupied by 


Mr. Doyle, was struck. Several children of 
Mr. D. were seriously injured, and the house 
was considerably damaged. 


Still another'house in the North part of 


the town, belonging to William Sanderson, 
was struck. The electric current entered at. 
a chimney,—which was demolishtd,—and 
from which it passed into a closet, creating 
general confusion among the crockery. 


A little girl in Exchange at. had her foot 


slightly scorched by a passing current of 
electricity, and three men and a horse at 
work on the estate of Mrs. Harrington, 
were very sensibly affected by a shock. 


The track of the Firchbnrg liailroad was 


struck in several places, and it is rumored 
that a child of Mr. Doran was killed, and 
that a woman was struck by lightning, ^the 
fluid actually splitting her tongue besides 
lacerating her face. The lightning is re- 
ported to have struck in several other places, 
but as yet we hear of no further damage. 
The storm extended as far west as Concord, 
and is represented as having been equally 
severe in that town and vicinity.—Boston 
Journal, I5tk.

An illumination of the Church of St. Pe- 


ter's, at Rome, must be a most magnificent 
sight. There are three of these spectacles 
annually—at the eve of Easter Sunday, on 
the eve of St. Peter's Festival, and the eve- 
ning succeeding. 
At the Silver Illumina- 


tion, which commences at dusk, the churoh 


lit up by nine thousand five hundred lan- 


terns. At the Golden illumination nine hun- 
dred lamps are lighted, making six thousand 
eight hundred lights in all. These latter 
have the effect of torches; they are iron 
plates filled with tallow and turpentine.— 
These nine hundred fires are lighted with a 
rapidity which seems magical—when the 
first stroke of the hour is heard there has 
not been one lighted; when the last stroke 
falls, the entire building is all in a blaze!— 
The process occupies about eight seconds ; 
the fire commences on the cross, and sweeps 
down with a swiftness and grandeur which 
defies description. 
Three huudrcd and 


eighty-two men are employed in lighting the 
lamps—clinging to the cross, '\3'1 feet f'rcm 
tl;C ground, suspended by ropes over the 
domes, along the facade, and the pillars of 
the colonades; their position is one of im- 
minent danger, and extreme unction is ad- 
ministered before they ascend, so that in case 
any accident should happen, it may not find 
them unprepared.

reference to its agriculture prospects for the 
current year, authorizes the most cheering 
expectations. The wheat crop, especially, 
is in the most flourishing condition, and in 
a large portion of tho Southern States it is 
already secured. The harvest is nearly 
completed in South Carolina, Georgia, A|n- 
Immn, Mississippi, and a large portion of 
Virginia mid Tennessee. The lireadth of and 
sown with this grain in the p-cincipal wheat 
growing States exceeds that of last year.— 
Honoris respecting the other small cereals 
arc almost as favorable. Corn is backward, 
and 1ms been injured W some extent by ex- 
cessive rains. From the middle States ac- 
counts tire more variable j 'out it is reason- 
able to expect, at least, a fair average yield. 
The "real Western wheat harvest, though 
rathe"- late, will generally commence about 
the middle of the preseiit month. 
Winter 


wheat was killed tea great extent in the 
Northern portions of Illinois, Ohio, and 
more or less throughout Iowa and Wiscon- 
sin. 
The ground having been lephmted 


with spring wheat, the quality of much of 
this grain from these districts will be inferior 
Little danger is now apprehended from 
either rain or insects. In the eastern States 
crops of English grain are believed to be as 
good as usual, although backward particu- 
larly Indian corn. Tho latter, with more 
favorable weather, will be an average crop. 
Potatoes and the coarser esculents will bo 
abundant. Fruit, too, promises a large 
yield, except in some limited localities. 


MURDER ox GREBX ISLAND, NEAR TROY. 
\shockhi" murder was committed on 


Tuesday night last, on Green Islam], direct- 
lv opposite the city. The deceased, Patrick 
Metcalf, was a watchman in the lumber 
vardof Gillesnic, White & Co., which occu- 
iries a lar»e portion of the southern end of 
the island. As he was going his rounds 
about 10 1-2 o'clock, on Tuesday evening, 
he saw a man skulking behind a pile of lum- 
ber with a bundle in his hand. This supi- 
cious conduct caused the deceased to hail 
him, and order him down to the lower part 
of the yard. He refused at first but at 
last surrendered, and was led to the dock, 
near a coal barge, and stood about six feet 
from the edge, the deceased being directly 
on the brink. As the latter was laying down 
his lantern, the murderer made a spring, 
threw him into the water and started oil.— 
Those who witnessed the occurence, imme- 
diately rushed to the scene and endeavor- 
ed to rescue Metcalf, but as he had thick 
clothes on and could not swim, he sunk 
like a leg, and it was three-quarters of an 
hour before he was brought to the surface ; 
life, of course, was extinct.

prisoner, no one thought of pursuing him 
until he was out of reach. 
The deceased 


was forty-five years of age, a sober and in- 
dustrious man| and leaves a wife and lamily. 
The murderer is described as a good sized 
man, about thirty years old, with light 
whiskers, wearing black clothes and solt 
hat.

ed on suspicion, but the evidence, as far as 
I have heard, seems to be of a general bad 
character, a resemblance to the description 
of the prisoner, and a desire on his part to 
avoid arrest.
